On the advice of 
Assistant City Attorney William Bullard, the council in- 
corporated its findings and 18 conditions into the resolu- 
tion.

: ush to get a pension reform 
measure on the November ballot. 
with council members preferring to 
avoid hasty action and take more 
time to win over voters. 

The council heard Monday from 
actuary William Smith of the San 
Francisco consulting firm Milliman 
and Robertson, which is preparing a 
new study of Albany’s troubled pen- 
sion plan. 

Smith said the advantages of an 
early vote would be minimal and ad- 
vised against rushing to the polls. 

Any pension reform measure prob- 
ably would entail a tax increase, 
which would require a two-thirds ma- 
jority to pass. 

Vice Mayor Edward McManus 
noted that a November vote would 
not affect the 1983-84 tax rate, which 
must be set during the summer, and 
council member William Johns 
agreed that an April vote would make 
more sense, saying the wait would 
allow time to ‘‘do it right.”” 

Albany’s pension plan covers fire 
and police department employees 
hired up to mid-1971, when the city 
joined the state-run Public Employ-

Telecare is run by 
caring volunteers

LBANY — When Barbara Boscovich retired from 
her job as a switchboard operator 14 years ago, she 
owed she would never answer another phone call. 

“TI didn’t. I started calling out,” said Boscovich, 68, an 
Albany resident who is founder and director of the Tele- 
Care volunteer program at Herrick Hospital in Berkeley, 

Tele-Care is an all-volunteer service that provides 
morning phone calls to ill and isolated people every morn- 
ing, 365 days a year. 

The purpose is twofold. First, the morning calls are 
social. Many of the people called are disabled and seldom 
leave their homes. Some have outlived their friends. This 
may be the only call they get all day and they wait for it 
eagerly. 

Second, the calls are to check on the well-being of the 
people whom the volunteer workers refer to as “pets.” Ifa 
call goes unanswered, the volunteer calls a neighbor or rel- 
ative on a list provided by the person. Boscovich estimates 
that 50 or 60 people have been rescued after being too ill to 


‘ answer their phones. 


In Berkeley’s Herrick Hospital one recent morning, 
Ginger Ward of Kensington, and Muriel Rose and Loris 
Mann, both from Berkeley, sat at their desks making 
calls. 

“Good morning, good morning, good morning,” 
Ward’s cheery voice sang into the phone. “Are you going

Boscovich, who began volunteer work 14 years ago 
after her husband died at Herrick, said, “I didn’t want to 
work anymore and I just couldn’t sit around.” 

The result is Tele-Care. 

“T became addicted to the program,” she said. ‘‘The 
most gratifying part is the warmth and love we bring to 
people’s lives.”

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Easy lemon mousse 


Juice of two large lemons 

Zest (rind) of the lemons 

1 T. unflavored gelatin 

2 T. water 

3 eggs, separated 

¥; ¢, sugar 

1c. whipping cream : 

In a small saucepan, sprinkle the gelatin over the water 
and let dissolve for several minutes. Then add to it the 
lemon juice and heat gently until the gelatin is completely 
dissolved. Do not boil. , 

Add the lemon zest to the egg yolks and sugar and beat 
until creamy. Pour into the gelatin mixture and continue to 
beat until cool and thickened, (Sometimes this can be has- 
tened by placing the bowl into another bowl of ice.) 

Beat % c. of the cream unti firm and set aside. Beat 
the egg whites until firm and stiff. Gently fold the cream 
and the egg whites into the cooled gelatin mixture until 
evenly mixed. (The use of the egg whites and part of the 
cream extends the function of the cream and cuts calories 
and cost. Mousses can be made with only whites or only 
cream, however you wish.) 

Pour into a serving dish or individual stemmed glasses 
and chill. Garnish with the remaining cream, whipped firm 
and very lightly seasoned with powdered sugar. Mound it 
on or get out the pastry bag and a small fluted tip and do 
your stuff. 

Another way to serve this is to pour it into a mold lined 
with split lady fingers (sprinkled with Triple Sec maybe!) 
and then chill. Unmolding it and decorating with whipped 
cream and sprigs of mint really makes this a fruit dessert for 
a celebration.

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Libyan plane 
deal sends local 
man to jail 


Three people, including an Albany man, were ar- 
raigned last week on charges of violating the munitions 
control act by conspiring to sell seven Lockheed C130 mili- 
tary transports to militant Arab leader Col. Moummar 
Khadafy of Libya. 

The planes were property of the Australian government 
which had put them up for sale through a broker. 

Such resales need approval of the president of the 
United States, and Libya is one of the countries prohibited 
by U.S. Department of State regulations from purchasing 

C130s. 

In an affidavit submitted in support of a criminal com- 
plaint, customs agent Gene D. King said the defendants 
represented themselves to undercover agents as being in 
touch with people who would put up $15.1 million for the 
deal. 

Martin Christiansen, 47, of Winfield, Kan., was said to 
have stated that a false end-user document would be pre- 
sented to the State Department signifying the aircraft as being 
destined for Iraq. 

The three defendants were arrested June 14 in an 
Emeryville motel after one of them said his Libyan contacts 
could no longer provide the money. 

Besides Christiansen, the defendants were Johannes 
Niemz, 56, a Brazilian citizen, and Peter M. Zambuanga, 54, 
of Albany, a former government employee. Another man, 
Voltaire Berciles, was named in the complaint and was a 
fugitive. 

U.S. Magistrate Owen Woodruffset bail at $1 million for 
each defendant but scheduled hearings on possible bail re- 
duction. Christiansen and Zambuanga said they had inade- 
quate funds and public defenders were appointed by Woo- 
druff to represent them. 


Red Cross coffers

The Red Cross, drained by a rash of floods and tor- 
nadoes and the recent Coalinga earthquake, has launched a 
campaign to raise $12 million so it can continue to give 
emergency aid to victims of disasters. 

The announcement came as weather officials ex- 
pressed concern over the possibility of more trouble re- 
sulting from tornadoes, the onset of the hurricane season 
and flooding from the melt of heavy snowpacks in the 
West.

Instead, the Carlson Motel will be ad- 
vertised by a 30-foot, lighted sign that will 
be partially obscured by the trees along the 
freeway. 

A group of Annex residents appeared 
before the city’s Sign Review Committee 
Monday, prior to the City Council meet- 
ing, to object to the height of the sign for 
the motel, now under construction on 
Carlson Boulevard at Tehama Street. 

Many residents, and the Richmond 
Annex Neighborhood Council as well, are 
angry that the motel could be constructed 
without any community review. The land is 
properly zoned for the motel and the de- 
velopers needed only to secure the building 
permits. 

They point to another Carlson Boule- 
vard motel two blocks away that advertises 
adult movies, saying they fear the new 
motel will attract a disreputable clientele. 

But developer David Peck has stated he 
is building a first-class facility that will be 
tated by Triple A. 

The developers sought a variance to 


allow the 40-foot sign on the grounds that 
the higher sign would be more visible from 
the freeway. 

It’s very important to the motel to be 
visible from the freeway,” said Ray Her- 
ness of Pacific Neon, which applied for the 
variance on behalf of the motel owners. 
“Their success depends upon people being 
able to find the motel.” 

Peck, of Davco Construction, one of 
three partners in the motel venture, also 
said the higher sign was necessary “‘to at- 
tract the right kind of business.”’ He said 
the motel will cater to travelers and busi- 
ness people and will be “the only motel in 
the area you would want your relatives to 
stay in.” 


Peck said the company had invested 
$700,000 already in the motel. 

Annex resident Tom Hardwick, of 
Oscar Street, said the neighborhood was 
becoming known as “whorehouse plaza” 
because of the motels and said the city 
needed to change its regulations “so things 
are not sneaked through.” 


Mary Lumsden, speaking for the 
Annex Neighborhood Council, said the 
40-foot sign was “not compatible with the 
neighborhood.” 

Ann Hoppe, president of the council, 
said the lighted sign would would detract 
from the views of nearby homes. 


Planning Director Charles Woodward 
said the request failed to meet the hardship 
conditions necessary, before a variance for 
a 40-foot sign could be granted. The staff 
opposed the variance. 

He also said the staff analysis showed 
most freeway travelers would not be able 
to see the sign, even if it were 40 feet high, 
until they had passed both the north and 
southbound Carlson exits. 


“An illuminated sign at the proposed 
size and height would have a detrimental 
influence on the adjacent (residential) dis- 
tricts,”’ the planning report said. 

After the vote was taken, Peck said he 
expected the partners would construct the 
permitted 30-foot sign and not try to ap- 
peal the 40-foot sign to the City Council. 

He said he did not think the 30- or 40- 
foot sign would make much difference one 
way or the other, since the freeway trees 
would block even the 40-foot sign espe- 
cially for southbound traffic. 

Kanti Patel, another of the motel part- 
ners, said he expected to ask CalTrans, the 
state transportation department, to trim 
the trees to make the sign more visible. 

The Sign Review Committee voted un- 
animously to reject the 40-foot sign. The 
committee includes Councilmen Al Silva 
and James McMillan, Richard Kerbavaz 
and Charles Wong. There is one vacancy.
